Subject. — Revisi&n of Exchange rates between Deutsche Mark, Indian Rupee'and' 
between Dutch Guilders and Indian Rupee. 

Mo. lll8-nC(PN)/71.—^Attention Is invited to Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No. e3TTC(FN)/71, dated 21st June, 1971 regarding arrangements for 
deposit of rupees equivalents by importers under “Direct Payment Procedure" as 
applicable to Foreign Credits consequent upon the fluctuations of the Deutsche 
Mark/Dutch Guilder with effect from 10th May, 1971 and the revision of com¬ 
posite rates between Deutsche Mark, Indian Rupee and between Dutch Guilder 
and Indian Rupee. 

2. Consequent on the fluctuation in the exchange rates of the currencies men¬ 
tioned above, the value of the import licences alreac^ issued will require a change. 
The procedure to be adopted for effecting such a change where the licences hav» 
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been Isflued under various foreign credits has been laid down In para 0 of the 
above said Public Notice. Such a choge will also be necessary in cases of the 
licences Issued under Free resources (where remJtt^Jlces ,4n cash ard' allow^. 
As it will not be possible to call for each sucn licence and deaNTj^ith ft indlvlp 
dually, it has been decided to aEow the authorised dealers to effect remittances 
involved and the Customs to clear the shipments without insisting on any formal, 
increase in the value of the licence, so long as the difference has arisen solRly 
due to the fluctuations of the currencies involved.

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2, Consequent on the fluctuation In the exchange rate of the Canadian dollar, thn 
value of the import licences already issued will require a change. The procedure 
to be adopted for effecting such a changei where the licences have been Issued 
under various foreign credits has been laid down In para 5 of the above said Public 
Notice. Such a change will also be necessary in cases of licences issued under 
Free resimrees (where remittances In cashare allowed). As It will not be possible 
to call for each such licence and deal with It Individually, It has been decided to 
allow the authorised dealers to effect the remittances Involved and the Cu.stoms to 
clear the shipments without insisting on any formal increase in the value ®f the 
licence, so long as the difference has arisen solely due to the fluctuations of the 
Canadian dollar.

"2. The question of revalldatlon of Import llMnces affected by the strike has 
been considered and It has been decided that Import licences which, 
expired on 30th June, 1971 including the usual thirty days’ grace period 
or later will be deemed to have been automatically revalidated upto 
30th September 1971 (exclusive of the thirty days grace period) until' 
further instructions, subject to the following conditions."
